Viet-Minh 
Tighten 
Pincers 


French in Delta 
Fight Off Attacks 


HANOI, Indo-China UP) — Viet- 


Minh 
legions 
tightened 
their 
pincers on Hanoi but the war 
capital's 
French 
d e f e n d e r s 


claimed they had beat back an 
attack by 3,000 rebels only 20 
miles from the city and killed at 
least 300 of the Communist-led 
force. 
The French admitted their own 


losses were "appreciable" but ' 
gave no figures. 
Other rebel units 
surged 
in 
from the northeast and north- 
west to strike at French outposts 
25 miles above the imperiled city. 
Clashes were reported at scores 


of points at the Viet-Minh kept 
up their pressure. 
So busy were the French try- 
ing to hold their shrunken Red 
River delta defenses that they 
.i/ere unable to spare planes for 
more than token harassment of 
the long truck convoys rumbling 
south from the Red China fron- 
tier. 
French reconnaissance pilots re- 
port that Red China is Tunneling 
more supplies into northern Indo- 
China than she did in the days 
before the fall of the French 
bastion of Dien Bien Phu. 
But a French briefing officer 
declared, "We do not have the 
planes to spare for more than 
harassment attacks against the 
Red supply convoys." 
"It is more important now,' he 
said, "that we bomb Viet-Minh 
guerrilla bases inside the delta." 
Sunday French warplanes rained 
nearly 150 tons of bombs on rebel 
bases inside the delta defenses, 
some of them less than 20 miles 
from Hanoi.

But that was the first sneaky act 
ay those of us who heard the SFW 
San Francisco Wordi and knew 
t marked the end of an era. 


UNTIL SS DAY many of us had 
aken good naturedly the kidding 
at home and work about our over- 
flowing ash trays. But in the 
FPSE {Post-Proud-Smoking-Era) 
the clean ashtray has become a 
shining symbol. Such a symbol, in 
'act, that there are those of us 
,vho find ourselves carefully stamp- 
ng out our cigarettes and slipping 
.he remainders guiltily—or sneak 
ly, if you please—into the cuffs of 
our trousers—until we can dispose 
of the awful evidence in privacy 


Here too statistics arc lacking

britches caused by this practice. 


"We were told in the days that 


followed that the best way to 
stop smoking was to stop. All of 
us know many persons who have 
done this.
